It as quiet, cheap and
comfortable, but It soon wore Into boles
and ruts, and the absorption of street filth
rendered It ur.eanltary. while the wood
speedily decaye 1 and had to be replaced.
In recent jears. however, both knowl-
edge and practice have Improved. It has
been discovered tliat. with the right se-
lection and treatment of wood" and the
richt method of laying-- , nood paving can
bo made successful; that n good pave- -
meet. ilk" a good fcou mut be built on
a bound foundation, and that both absorp-
tion and decay can be prevented In tLe
wood by proper chemical treatment. Con-
sequently a reviving of ood paving has
begun, and many of the largest cities are
again trying it.

Since the possesion of the Kuriles was
awarded to them by formal treaty the
Jaiwnoe have made frequent, and at
times It has seemed rather hysterical, at-
tempts to cclonlse them.

For the last ten years these efforts have
been directed by Commander OunJI. of the
navy, who has enjoyed the liberal support
of the Emperor and the Empress. To help
colonize the Kuriles his become a fail In
Toklo society, and not a season passes
without a bazaar being h-- M to alleviate
the suffering of the cclor.Ufls. From au
accounts their sufferings should appeal not
only to the charitable of TJoklo. but also
to the philanthropic in the'outskte world.
The colonies hae all failed, apparently
because of the lntenho co.d prevailing ard
the dreary, inhospitable surroundings. The
very same men who have thrashed the
Russian in Manchuria, even when Gen-
eral January and General February were
supporting the men of the north, an in
the Napoleonic and Crimean wars, have
lowered their colors before the Intense
cold and the Inactivity of life In th Ku-rile- st

and not a few of the colonists, driven
to dvsiair by their d sperate straits. hnv
been known to commit suicld".

Those who see In the remarkable devel-

opment of the Japanese naval anj mili-
tary power a menace to the vested Inter-
ests of Kurope and Am-r- ca In the far
Eat will rind some consolation In the
thought that the prowess or the Japan-s-
us colonisers does not seem to keep pico
with their success as conquerors. In tha
Kurlles they have fal'cd to maintain their
foothold because, of the ecld. and tn For-
mosa, the beautiful island fcoutfr of the
China SVa. which they took from China In
Is'C they stem unable to withstand the
tropical heat. The first ten years of the
Japanese occupation of Formosa, dltectid
by General KoJama. the organiser of vic-
tories in the war with Russia, and a very
different man from our gushing and good-humor-

Mr. Taft. has been an atlmlnis-traltv- e

tuveess. but a popular failure. The
Japanr.se have klll.d the business or all
fortlgr.ers on the island, and especially
ours, and while the outlay upon the col-
ony has bcn greater than the Income the
deficit Is not ro grrat unlike that In our
Philippine budget but that It can be
reckoned tn dollars anj cents.

But as a mucn-nedc- d cutlet for the
teeming millions ot Japan. Formosa ha
been an undeniable failure. Enlightened
by th;ee experiences, the Japanese doubt-
less do not expect to populate with thou-
sands of their sons the great, gaunt Island
of Sakhnhn. of which they have re-
turned th- - northern half so reluctantly to
Itussla. In regard to the strategic value
or the Islind the statement Is frequently
met with that Sakhslln i vitally Impo-
rtant because 4t commands the whole C.ast
of Siberia. This i true, but by no me-in-

the most lm;atrt.int aspect of Its posses-
sion. Sakhalin commands the entrance to
the An-.oo- r lliver. which with its tributa-
ries, the Bungarl. the Ussurl. the Iman
and the I'htlka. is one of the most Impor-
tant water courses in the world. The re-
tention of that portion or Sakhalin by Rus-
sia is important. In a mllltarv as well as tn
A commercial senke. controlling as it doJ
all the lanl nnd ill th undeveloped mar-
kets which nre r ached bv the waterway
of the Amoor si stem. Here ocr cotton

To-da- y. by ce mterfeltlng cur trade-
